On tho 20th of March last, the Common 


Council designated the Free Democrat as the 
official paper of the city, elected «s Cjty'Prin- 
tor, required us to givo 81,000 bonds, in two 
Muro'tius, for1 thu faithful pcrforrnnncb of the 
work, and passed a resolution that wo " bo re 
quired to do all flic printing and publishing re 
quired, or which may be required to be done by 
the Common Council, or any of the City Ojji 
cern, except such ns is required to bo printed 
or published in tliu German language." 


At tho same meeting wo presented our 


bond, signed by F. J. Blair nnd Hyron Kil 
bourn, Eiqrs., nnd this bond was accepted, and 
ordered placed on Hie, where it now remains. 


At tho noxt meeting of the Council, nn 


effort was mudo by tho Sentinel's friends 
aided by the Mayor, to violate tho con- 
tract of tho City with us, displace ua~n« 
City) Printer, nnd reconsider the resolution 
requiring us lo do nil thu printing nnd 
publishing in English for. Iho City, thu 
present year. Tlio motion failed, Ihu vole 
standing C to C, ns the rules required a m:i 
jorily of the whole Hoard—8 votes—to recon 
aider a resolution passed nt tho next previous 
meeting of tho Uonrd. Tho record' on tho 
motion to reconsider, by order of tho Council, 
stand!), " Lost for want of n mnjorily.of the 
entire Boiird, in accordance with Itule M." 


This nction exhausted thu power of the 


Hoard over this subject—for the Rules re- 
quira the reconsideration of a votu to .be made 
at tlio same, or the next meeting—and left us 
in full pojdcsdion of tho lights secured to us 
by our election, by tho resolution giving us 
all thu Eiii-lijh printing nnd publishing, and 
by our bond, which thu City now holds. The 
Council, after this <l!:-po.-it!on of the 'matter, 
could nomoru tal;u the printing from us, than 
they could annul tho election of tho Com] 
troller. 


But not satisfied with this settlement of the 


mailer, Aid. Dousm.ui, at the last meeting, 
offered a resolution authorizing tho Comp 
troller and Clorlc lo contract for the inciden- 
tal printing, but thu Council promptly laid 
the resolution on tho tablu. 


One would suppose this would ond the 


farce. 
But it seems tho Mayor and Clerk 


are determined to givo thu incidental print- 
ing to Iho Sentinel, in defiance of the vole ol 
tho Council. Soon after the meeting, nt 
which tho form of the new City Orders was 
adopted, the Clerk called nt our ollico and 
said ho wanted some Orders printed nt once, 
and asked our Forcmnn to call nt the Council 
Room, in the afternoon, to sec nbout the 
printing of tho Orders. Ho did so, and was 
toll! by tho Clerk that tho Mayor thought 
they had better wait, that ho thought the 
form was wrong, that it conflicted with the 
Charter, &c. 
Somoiima afterward, q/Jer the 


next meeting of the Council, and after tho 
resolution to authorize the Clerk and Comp- 
troller lo contract for tho incidental printing 
liiid/ui'W, our Foreman met the' Clerk, and 
nskcd him if ho had pot Ihu Orders printed 
yot. Ho answered ^o. 
Mr. Ward then 


nskcd him, if the form was wrong, why they 
did not have it altered nt thu Inst meeting of 
tho Council. Tho Clerk pave no satisfactory 
answer to his question. Yesterday we learn- 
ed thnt tho Clerk—nt whose instigation tho 
public will not bo nt a loss to guess—without 
over coming near us, nnd ngainst thu thrice- 
repeated vote of thu Council, had gone to thu 
Sentinel office, anil procured two largo books 
to bo printed and bound—one of Bonds nnd 
another of Orders. 
'•*•An agent, who ihould violate the instruc- 
tions of his employer in business transaction;* 
ns tho Clerk has donn those of tho Council, 
would not bo retained in his service another 
day. If tho Clerk may do this with impunity, 
ho may re-let to other persons contracts al- 
ready made by the Council, for nny work ho 
please?. Wo had supposed tho Clerk was thu 
ngcnt of the Council, nnd lo bo governed by 
their instructions. But it seems that wo were 
mistaken,—that ho is, at least on the printing 
question, thu humble servant of Mayor Crock- 
er, and tho tender oftho Jenny Lind Club. 


It is a mutter of no moro consequence to 


us, personally, than to other tax-payers, thnt 
the Cily is put to this extra expense, if tho 
Council shall voto to pay such unauthorized 
bills ns thu Clerk has made for them. We 
hnvo been authorized nnd required by tho 
Council lo do till Iho printing and publishing 
in English for tho City for this official yeir. 
Wo havo been required to givo lonth to do 
it, and we havo given them. 
Wo have hold 


ourself, and still hold oursulf ready to do the 
printing faithfully. 
And if tho Cotmpil allow 


their Clerk lo sxun their NOSES, usurp their 
places, NULLIFY their ACTS, and DKFY: their 
WILL, wo pivo tho Council nnd tho Tixx-Pny- 
ers full notice, that wo slmll demand pny for 
every job of printing MM publishing done in 
English fur tho City, or for nny of its officers, 
during tho year, and that, if tho Council de- 
clines to pny us, "wo shall enforce our riuhts, 
f nccu.osnry, before tho highest lojgal tribunals 
oftho State.
